■a maile to him by iu 
etlitor that he should eoutrihute to a 
local uew>paper He mi so for a time, 
but without creating the iutereat which 
he thought his mirth ami wistlom 
ought to create. His manner of treat- 
ing auljecta waa then :i- afterwarils 
when he hail Is ■cum famous, with one 
difference only ami that to all 

c* a iion-etsseiitial oue. The re 
of il.i- waa true, however, for 
Heury W. Shaw had la^-orue "Josh 
Hillings, ' ami his mMmM had ap- 
|s-at, ,1 in the guise of mtA atnx-ioualy 
tiad instead of g/sal spelling, the ansaya 
of the I'oughkeepcie auctioneer btiHiueaa 
beeame ho famous, that he adopted lit « 
erary work a.- a means of livelihood. 
Josh" made a giaal deal of motley by 

whieh were begun after he had attain- 
ed literary reuown, proved to be a 
mine of financial auttlcieni-y tu the 
author.

A. W. Slayton, U'llh Michigan, of 
Whitehall, Mich., tells the following 
thrilling story in the X<tlii»„il IWfMMM.- 
• I he 'Cow laiy Feat," iu the Tribune 
of Aug. lith, had an c<|ual al Mumford- 
ville, Ky., just la-fi, t e Christmas, in iH-s 
cctula-r, IshJ. The railroad britlgeover 
QfMrll Kiver at that place is l,IIS!l feet 
long am) llll feet alsive the water iu 
the river. It had la-en au Iron hridge 
of livesiiaus, stipisirle.1 by systeius' of 
braces la-ueath the roadway, but 
liragg's men in Septetnl ci bad blasted 
down two of the piers with jaiwder, 
thus causing three of the iron spans al 
iheaoiith eml to fall. Our 
and mechanics repaired it 
trestle work for support, leaving the 
Hacks the highest part of the bridge 
the entire length, and nothing outside 
Ihe tracks but the projecting ties. A 
suddeu rise of the river made it uiiford' 
able, and it lading necessary to send a 
cavalry regiment aemsa to prosiieet for 
John Morgan, details were made from 
our regiment to plank the bridge. By- 
working all night they laid and spiked 
two. inch plank- mi the ties for four feet 
in width, nearly tilling the space he' 
twecn the rails. Over this thread of a 
bridge, high up iu air, the whole caval- 
ry regimeut led their horses iu the 
morning, except oue man. a Lieuteii/ 
ant, I think, who mounted, waited at 
the north eud till the bridge was clear, 
then putting whip and spur to his horse 
gallo|a-d the entire distance. A shout 
fruiu 4,iNKJ soldiers as h e cleared the 
south end attested that the dare-devil 
feat was appreciated. My impression 
is that there were two who thus nale, 
but I am not sure, and whether it was 
the Ota Kentucky Cavalry, Colonel 
Shanks, or another Keutucky regi- 
inent, I MMMI now say."

More firmly uuited now than ever 
la-fore, we start upon a new era w Inch 
will uot be fulfilled until oue huudred 
millions of free, educated and happy 
people shall luake up the |Mipulatiou of 
the young American republic, which 
>ur iH-rsecuted ancestors, with Ibe fore- 
sight of p,,h i ical prophets and the 
wisdom of political philosophers, fash- 
ioned lu the wilderness without a 
model, for the counter part of the 
American system is nowhere to la- 
found among the liviug despotisms (> r 
dead empires whose ruius mark the 
highways of history.
